I f possible, 1 would like these documents in some sort o f text format. I have been able to 
view several documents from the FOIA Reading Room but all those documents have 
been in image format (*.gif files). For my purposes, some type of text, version (plain text, 
Microsoft Word formal, searchable PDF, etc.) would be optimal. However if this is 
impossible, 1 would still be interested in obtaining these files in *.git format. 
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This information will be used for commercial purposes (for an internal R&D project with 
Lockheed Martin), if there are any fees associated with searching foi, leviewing, oi 
copying the records, please inform me before you task my request. 

If you deny all or any part of this request, please cite each specific exemption you think 
justifies your refusal to release the information and notify me of appeal procedures 
available under the law. 


Also, an estimation of the amount of time necessary to process my request along with a 
ballpark estimate of the number of relevant articles that can be obtained would be much 
appreciated.
